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THE BRIDGE ARBITRARY MUST GO. 

The statement of Manager Met hesney of the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, published ‘exclusively in Friday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, offering to St. Louis shippers a St. Louis bill of lading 
and a through rate in which the bridge arbitrary will be in 
cluded, opens the way for the St. Louis business men to have 
St. Louis placed on the railway map and possibly to gain all 
that they want in the matter of terminal conditions and tacili- 
ties. It is a substantial gain in the fight for St. Louis equality 
and undoubtedly a great moral victory of public sentiment led 
by the Post Dispatch. 

We congratulate Manager MeChesney and his company on 
the better disposition and attitude towards St. Louis indicated 
by his interview in the Post Dispatch, and by the concession he 
offers the shippers. Mr. Met hesney is somewhet skeptical of 
the actual desire of the merchants to utilize a St. Louis bill of 
Jading, because of experience in the past when single roads have 
vainly offered this advantage. 

Speaking of the merchants in the past, he says: “He (the 
merchant) finds that draving from Kast St. Louis vards direct 
to his store pays better than bringing the car to the vards 
on this side and then draying to his store.” 3

The speculative markets of this morning 
lacked the snap and go that had character- 
ized them for some time, a smaller volume 
of outside speculation and the professionals 
not inclined to operate freely having a 
restrictive effect. Considerable strength. 
however, was manifest in wheat after an 
easier opening. Corn was dull and oats 
weak, 


WHEAT— This morning's opening was 
the quietest that has been witnessed in the 
local grain pit for a iong time past. A 
lack of outside orders was plainly manifest, 
the character yf the trading indicated as 
inainiy professional by the ciass of traders 
who showed a disposition to operate. There 
was, however, more disposition to buy than 
sell, though all outside markets were 
weaker and generally higher prices were 
paid during first half hour.

December opened \%e lower at 
‘8%c, Sold up to 79%ec, back to 78% @ iS gc 
and up to 7%. July sold i-léc higher at

il Was the local situation that appealed 
most strongly to local traders. Only 1066,- 
vo0 Du had come in, which illy compared 
with 288,700 bu one year ago, and to make 
it more binding, 222,600 bu two years ago. 
The public stocK showed 32,000 bu increase, 
however. Kansas City receipts of 73,000 bu 
were not half those of last year. The ca- 
bles were rather bearish, Liverpool clos- 
ing kd lower to unchanged, London %d 
lower and Paris unchanged to 4d lower. 
Weather map showed rains in winter 
wheat sections and none in the Northwest. 


CORN—Easier markets elsewhere, farm- 
lug weather conditions for the growing 
crop and dull speculation operated some- 
what adversely this morning, but the buy- 
ing finally was strong enough to rally 
prices. Receipts were good, amounting: to 
60,200 bu, against 19,900 bu one year ago. 
The cables reported Liverpool dull and un- 
changed.

Trade Topics. 


After the July crop report of the gov- 
ernment came out the Chicago Trade 
Bulletin said: “According to the returns 
of the department of agriculture the 
crop of the United States may be esti- 
mated at 688,000,000 bu wheat,” etc. Now 
the Trade Bulletin comes out with an 
estimate that the total crop of winter 
and spring wheat is 735,000,000 bu. Does 
that mean that the government is wrong 
and the Trade Bulletin right by 47,000.- 
000 bu? Or that when the final report 
of the department is made. if the fig - 
ures show a much larger crop than even 
extremists have claimed, the Trade Bul- 
letin can proudly point to the fact of 
how much nearer right “we’ were than 
the government? The fact 1s the Post- 
Dispatch estimated the prospective wheat 
crop, on basis of the government's July 
figures, at 726,000,000 bu. and all eastern 
Statisticians who use the higher stand- 
ard of 100 as a basis for the yield per 
acre, instead of -the low standard that 
Chicago employs, estimated the crop itn 
that neighborhood.
